Garter in his Coat of the King” s Arms, Black 
Rod having the White Staff, and the Ser; jeant at 
Arms his Mace: The three laſt wait in an Apart- 
ment while the Judges go in to the Lord High 
Steward to pay their Compliments to his Grace, 
cor ſo he is to be called on theſe Occaſions.) 3 


After a ſhort Stay and Collation, his Grace 
comes down and goes to his Coach in the following

Keeper, and then in his rich Gown, his Train born,) 


followed by the · Chief Juſtices and Judges. 


His Grace ſeats himſelf on the hinder Seat of 
the Coach ſingly, Garter and the Seal-Bearer on 
the other Seat over-againſt his Grace uncovered, 
the Black Rod in the Right Hand Boot of the 
Coach, with his Grace's White Staff, and his 
Grace's Serjeant. at Arms in the Left Boot with 
his Mace; 5 Grace's Gentlemen go in the lead- 
ing Coaches, and the Judges follow his Grace in 
their own Coaches,

When the Trial is by ſpecial Commillion, a Meſ- 
ſenger 1s to be ſent ſome Time before, to acquaint 
the Lords the Tryers (who are to aſſemble in or 
near the Houſe of Peers) that his Grace is coming, 
in order to their taking their reſpective { Seats in 
the Court before his 3 enters. 


But if the Trial be in Parliament, his Grace, 
with the Judges, Sc. paſs to the Old Palace Yard, 
and ſo up the Stairs to the Houſe of Peers, paſſing 
through the painted Chamber.

Aſſiſtants of the Houſe, Garter or his Deputy be- 
ing allowed to come to the Clerks Table to make a 
Liſt at the ſame time of the Peers preſent; which 
done, and the Black Rod being ſent to ſee that the 
Court i in WH min ſter-Hall and the Paſſages to it 


were clear, and giving an Account to the Houſe 
that they are ſo, then they proceed towards Me ff. 
minfler-Flall, 1 in che following Manner:

there fits down, After which, Proclamation is 
made for the Chief Governor of the Tower of 
Loudon to return the Precept to him directed, with 
the Body or Bodies of the Priſoner or Priſoners - 
into Court: Which being done, the Gentleman 
Goaler of the Tower brings his Priſoner or Priſo- 
ners to the Bar; and Proclamation being made for 
the King“ 8 Evidence to come forth, the King's 
Council, by his Grace's Direction, are to begin to 
open the Indictment, and then the Trial goes on;
